Deminion Geographer's interesting 
Address Before Canadian Club in 
Ottawa—The Maine Disnute and 
the Man Which Webster Sup- 
pressed--Some Valuable History..

An address thet contained a wealth 
of interesting information regarding 
Canada wag given st the Canadian 
Clhb luncheon at Ottawa the other 
day. The speaker was Mr. James 
White, Deminion geographer, who 
Wis eminently qualified to deal wit) 
his sabiect. In the absence of the 
president, ex-Mayor D'Arcy Seott pre- 
sided, 

The address by Mr. White was il- 
lustrated with a colored map and in 
the main was as follows: 

The great date-lihe in Canada’s ters 
ritorial history is, of course, the treaty 
of Parie, 1163. On September 3, 1763, 
a treaty was sivned by Hartley on the 
part of Great Britain, and by Adams, 
Pranklin and Jay on the part of the 
United States. The preamble reads, 
“and that all disputes which might 
arise in the future on the Subject of 
the boundaries of the said United 
States might be prevented, it is here- 
by agreed and declared that the fol- 
tewing are, and shall be-their boun- 
daries, viz: In view of the fact that 
the disputes respecting the bounda- 
ries continued for mearly sixty years 
aigl that the San Juan boundary 
which was indirectly affected by then, 
only settled jn 1871l—nearly a cen- 
or, this preamble can only be 
n delicious bit of unconscious 


“Maine Boundary. 

The first Jette fispute was over the 
so-called Maine boundary, and in con- 
sidering it, it is hecessary to, first, 
summarize negotiations antecedent to 
the signing of the provisional treaty 
of peace signéd at Paris, November 
30, 3782, by Oswald” on the part of 
Great Britain. The preliminary nego- 
tiations for peace were initiated’ by 
Lord Shetburtic, who, as secretary cf 
state for ‘the home department, had 
chargé Of colonial affairs. He en- 
trusted them to Richard Oswald, 4 
well known Scotch merchant in Lon- 
don, According to Lord Edmond 
Fitzmaurice — Shelburne’s biographer 
and apologist--“Nobody could, in any 
case, have been more unfit by char- 
aweter and habits for engaging in a 
diplomatie intrigue than Oswald, 
whose simplicity of mind and straight- 
forwardness of character struck all 
who knew him.” He signed a treaty 
which conceded to the United States 
am eastern boundary which coincided 
with the limits of the colony of Mas- 
sacthusetts Bay. From its iMtersec- 
tion with the St Lawrence near the 
present town of Cornwall, it followed 
the middle ofthe, St, Lawrence and 
the Great Lakes to the so-called Rainy 
Like and river, shown on the map 
used in the negotiations, as the larg- 
est streaun falling, isto “Lake Superior, 
and therefore to bo regarded as the 
upper portion of the St. Lawrence 

Between Nova Scotia, ayiiieh at that 
time included the presetit New Bruans- 
wiek and the United States, the line 
followed the western boundary of the 
fofmer, viz; the St. Croix river to its 
souree, thence due north to the inter- 
section with the Highlands, the point 
of intersection being ealled the ‘north- 
west angle of Nova Scotia,’ thence 
aldng the said Highlands which di- 
vide those rivers which empty them- 
selves into the river St. Lawrence 
from those which fall into the Atlan- 
tic ocean. 

The subsequent dispute hinged upon 
the identity of the so-called ‘‘north- 
west angle,” Great Britain claiming

Mr. Madison suid that it had 
been found that the Highlands had 
no existence and suggested the ape 
pointinent of s commission to fix an 
arbitrary line. “These instructions 
having been ‘communicated to con- 
giess, and thus made «a matter of pub- 
li¢ rcerd, conceded a point which it 
was never possible to regain,” After 
several fruitless negotiations, a com- 


mission was eppointed under the 
treaty of Ghent, whieh. however, 
failed to come to an agreement. One 


svartling result of their surveys was 
the diseovery that the line that hith- 
erto had been considered the northern 
boundary of the states of New York 
and Vermont was about three-quar- 
ters of a mile north of the 46th par-

Whieh the treaty came before the 
senate for ratification, Mr, Webster 
produced the famous ‘Red Line’’ map, 
s proof that the United States was 
getting more than it Was entitled to. 
A few months before the Ashburton 
treaty was signed; an American 
named Sparks discovered among the 
sichives of the Freneh department. of 
foreign affairs, a letter from #ranklin 
to the Count Bergennes stating that 
he was returnipg his map alter havy- 
ing marked the limits of the United 
States “with a strong red line.”’ As 
there Wag no map attached’ to the let- 
ter, he made a dearéh among the 60,- 
000 ineps iu the archives, and iound 
boundaries of the United States.

Oregon Boundary, 
The Oregon dispute involved the 
title to the so-called Oregon territory,

Alaska, on the north, to California, on 
the south, and from the Pacifie to 
the summit of the Rocky mountains. 

The claims of the United States were 
based on:— F 
/}—As the suceessors. in title of 
French by purchase of Louisiana. As 
the grant to Louisiana was specitiv- 
ally confined to thé atea drained by 
the Mississippi, and #s no portion of 
Oregon drained into the Gulf of Mexi 
jeo, it could not have formed part of 
Louisiana, 

2—In their own proper right, by vir- 
tue of discoveries and of the establish- 
ment of Astoria. 

3—As the successors in title oi 
Spain, that powér having, in 1819, by 
treaty of Florida, ceded all bet 
rights and claims to territory north 
of latitude 42. As the discoveries of 
Lewis aud Clarke and Captain Gray 
were made and Astoria was establish- 
#1 before the territory was ceded by 
Spain, any claims based on these dis- 
coveries were in derogation of the 
title of Spain, and, instead of stren- 
thening their case, weakened it. 

The claims of Great Britain were 
based on:— 

1-—Diseoveries by Drake, Cook, Van- 
eouver, Mackenzie and others. ; 

2—The Nootka Sound convention 
with Spain, which canceded to Great 
Iritain the ght to trade and settle 
on the coasts. 

8—Occupation by the Northwest and 
Hudson's Bay companies. 

It is to be noted that:— 

Great’ Britain claimed, the exelu- 
sive sovereignty over a portion only 
of the territory, and in respect to the 
whole claimed only a right to joint 
oecupeney, in common) with —cther 
states, Jeaving the vielit of exclusive 
domination to be settled by negotia- 
tion or erbittetion, Whereas the pre- 
tensions of the Uuited States tended 
to the ejection cf Great Britain from 
a’l right of settlement in the district 
claimed by the United States. 

The pretensions of Great Britain, 
on the contrary, tended to the mere 
maintenance ot her own rights, in re- 
sistance of the exclusive character of 
the pretensions of the United States. 

Great Britain offered to make the 
Columbia river the boundary between 
latitude 49 and the Pacific. The Un- 
lied States repeatedly declined to ac- 
eede to this proposal, 

Great Britain’s strongest claims 
were based on (1) occupation, (2) the 
Nootka Sound convention with Spain 
whieh recognized her right to trade 
and settle anywhere north of Califor- 
nia. The conventions of 1818 and 1872 
hod provided for the joint oeenpaney 
by Great Britein and the United 
states of the disputed territory, and 
up to 1841, practically the whole popu-

lation, 400 in number, was British, 
but at the date of treaty, only five 
years later, the Americans outnum- 


bered them: 18 to 1, 

Doubtless fearing that the streim 
of immigration would Americanise: the 
whole territury, the British govern 
ent in 1846 conceded a treaty whieh 
fixed the southern boundary of British 
Columbia at latitude 49, except that 
the whole of Vancouver Lisland was 
let to Great Britoin.
